ca's housing shortage will lead 
to 


"paternalistic siil>si<!> legislation" un- 
less immediate steps are taken to 
bring about the resumption of con- 
struction work. Senator Calder. of 
Xew York, chairman of the senate 
reconstruction committee, declared to- 
day before the national housing con- 
ference of the chamber of commerce 
of the I'nited States. 


"We may be approaching a condition 


of affairs such as exists in many Eu- 
ropean countries today." Senator Cal- 
der declared. 
| 
"This will mean the adoption of Eu- 


ropean precedents born of the pa- 
ternalism of monarchies, rather than 
a continuation of the American pre- 


i cedents which have made it possible 


for each man thru exceptional! thrift 
and industry to become a 
property 


owner." 


Senator Calder urged that the cham- 


ber of commerce give its support to 
the program recommended to the sen- 
ate to reduce construction costs and 
encourage the building of houses. 


Combinations in the building 
in- 


dustry which have exploited the pub- 
lic are liable to punishment under the 
Sherman anti-trust law and the Clay- 
ton act. Senator Calder said, but the 
! laws do not cover combinations be- 
, tween employer and employes, nor do 
! they adequately supervise many trade 
associations. 


Too much of the industrial strength 


of the United States has been expend- 
ed In seeking foreign trade. Senator 
Calder declared. 


"After the armistice was signed this 


country had visions- of a vast foreign 
trade and commodities were produced 
and hoarded with resulting Increase 
in prices until June of last year when 
it became apparent that these foreign 
markets would not materialize, and 
then prices Ml rapidly." 


Surplus labor and materials should 


be used "for the upbuilding of our 
own national plant and the building 
of more homes, so that rents may be 
lowered." Senator Calder declared. 


Government subsidy to meet
